A panel of four Medical students yesterday discussed the relative merits of B.A. and 
B.Sc. degrees as pre-medical training. Although the Arts faculty was virtually unrepresented on 
the panel, at least half the panelists conceded that an Arts degree was equally valuable. 



Mark Mandelcorn, MDCM 1, 
stressed the uselessness of Arts, 
especially for Medical students. He 
suggested that a Medical student 
who has "the stuff will obtain a 
liberal education on his own. 'The 
humanities cannot aid the scien- 
tists, who, he asserted, will be "the 
future leaders of tho world". 

The distinction between practice 
and research was made by Arnold 
Aberman, Second Year Medicine. 
He suggested that an Arts degree 
might help a doctor in his relations 



with his patients, but a firm Scien- 
ce background was more important 
for a prospective researcher. 

MEDICINE AN ART 

Vita Land, MDCM 1, argued 
that many basic medical sciences 
were, in effect, arts. She cited 
Psychology and Psychiatry, and ex- 
amples of top Aris graduates in 
Medicine. A liberal education, she 
said, is neither useless nor inade- 
quate. Intensive scientific study is 
not necessary, since the increasing 
complexity of médecine renders it 



impossible for a Medicine coursa 
to teach more than the fundamen- 
tals of medical knowledge. She sug- 
gested that the best preparation 
was either an Honours Science or 
a General Arts degree. 

Joe Gilbert, First Year Medicine, 
concluded that Prc-Mcdical stu- 
dents should not dismiss Arts as a 
pleasant hobby. Though' a B.Sc. 
may mako Medicine easier at first, 
it is doubtful that this benefits the 
student. In the long run, the char- 
acter of the individual must bo 
decisive in the choice of degree.

se, cither taking full honours in 
Chemistry or joint honours with 
Physics, Applied Maths, Geology, 
or Biochemistry. 

The straight Honours Chemistry 
is a four-year course while all the 
others are five-year courses. 

Dr. Yaffe stressed that the Ho- 
nours Curriculum is purposely ma- 
de difficult and anyone who has 
not done fairly well in first year 
(65% Is the absolute minimum) 
should not consider entering Ho- 
nours Chemistry, or any other ho- 
nours course. 

Representing the Department of 
History was Dr. C.C. Baylcy, re- 
cently appointed Chairman of that 
department He explained that stu- 
dents have tho choice of cither 
taking full or joint honours. 
SPECIALIZATION 

Professor Bayley went on to ex- 
plain how, in the student's third 
and fourth years, the Department 
of History encourages the prospec- 
tive historian to concentrate his 
study in one small field as "an 
antidote to the generalized cour- 
ses we have given elsewhere". Ma- 
ny of the classes for senior honour 
students arc carried on in the form 
of discussions, with the students 
divided into small groups. 

Dr. Bayley said that a study of 
history not only prepares one to 
take an interest in national and 
International affairs, but that also 
it is a good preparation for many 
different careers. To illustrate this, 
he mentioned that graduates of the 
Honours History Course have en- 
tered the Civil Service, the Diplo- 
matic Service, library work, tech- 
ing.'law and several other profes- 
sions.
